Residents keep up 
1,000homes fight 


Hardingstone residents have 
pledged to keep fighting plans 
to build 1,000 homes on the 
edge of their village, in the 
wake of the proposals being 
formally lodged. 

The Government-backed 
Homes and Communities 
Agency this week submitted 
an outline planning 
application for land behind 
The Warren and Newport 
Pagnell Road, near the village. 

As part of the development, 
it is also proposed to build 
a local centre of up to 1,320 
sq m floor space to include 
a primary school, shops and 
restaurants or cafes. 

The Hardingstone Action 
Group, which is made up of 
residents who oppose the 


plan, presented more than 
1,000 letters of objection 
to planning officials at the 
Guildhall last month. 

The action group also met 
South Northamptonshire 
MP, Andrea Leadsom, last 
week, and she is backing their 
campaign. 

Action group member, 
Adrian Bell, said: “Andrea 
Leadsom came to the village 
on Friday and expressed her 
support, which has got to be 
worth something. 

“The support is still there. 
We have done a poster for 
people to put in their windows 
as well. 

“We have been back on the 
streets delivering them, and 
about three quarters of the 
village now has the poster up 
in their window.” 


Hardingstone currently 
has about 950 homes and 
1,600 residents. 

The new development 
would more than double the 
size of the village. 

A Homes and Communities 
Agency spokesman said: “A 
key objective is to provide a 
range of housing to ensure 
all residents have access to a 
home they can afford and that 
meets their needs, increasing 
the opportunity for local 
people to live in the area they 
grew up in. 

“The proposals 
submitted also include new 
infrastructure, including a 
new two-form entry primary 
school, new roads and a 
new local centre providing 
flexible space for community 
facilities.”

Joyat£3.2m grant 
to restore abbey 


A £3.2 million lottery grant to 
help restore Delapre Abbey 
has opened up a “whole new 
ball game” of possibilities for 
the historic site, campaigners 
have said. 

The Heritage Lottery cash 
will pay for the preservation 
of many of the abbey’s main 
buildings. 

And volunteers said now 
the future of the building 
was secure, they could look at 
what can be done to improve 
the parkland surrounding the 
abbey and also open the site 
up to wider community use. 

It could also lead to more 
events being held on the site, 
such as re-enactments of the 
Battle of Northampton. 

Nicola Hedges, the chair¬ 
man of the Friends of Delapre 
Abbey, said: “This is what the 
Friends was set up for in the 
beginning. It is the culmina¬ 
tion of n years’ work and it 
opens up a whole new ball 
game. The prospects for the 
place are huge. 

“We have used the building 
for selective community use,

but this opens it up to wider 
community use and enables 
us to look at the parkland res¬ 
toration. 

“We’re so lucky to have this 
place 10 minutes from the 
town centre.” 

Bill Wright, chairman of 
the Delapre Abbey Preser¬ 
vation Trust, added: “All the 
south range will be restored, 
which starts with the roof in 


November. It gives us the op¬ 
portunity to do so many things 
internally. 

“It is a hidden gem. So 
many people in Northamp¬ 
tonshire don’t even know it 
is here. We’ll keep on raising 
funds and keep putting in 
more money. We have some 
very generous sponsors and 
we still need more of them.” 

Northampton Borough 
Council applied for the grant 
and has also pledged to invest 
a further £1.34 million in the 
listed building. 

The project involves re¬ 
building the conservatory and 
opening the south wing for 
events and public access, re¬ 
storing the 18th century stable 
block into a visitor and educa¬ 
tion centre, shop and exhibi¬ 
tion space, and restoring the 
billiard room and converting 
it into a restaurant and cafe. 

It is hoped restoration 
work should be completed by 
January 2016. 

Further investment will 
come from trusts, donations, 
a public appeal and volunteer 
time.

14 per cent crime drop 
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Figures released by North¬ 
amptonshire Police have re¬ 
vealed recorded crime across 
the county has fallen by 14 per 
cent since April. 

The force said the reductions 
meant there had been 3,500 
fewer victims of crime when 
compared to the same period 
last year. 

The latest figures showed 
20,652 crimes were recorded 
by Northamptonshire Police 
between April 1 and Septem¬ 
ber 30 this year, compared 
with 24,113 during the same 
period in 2012, meaning 3,461 
fewer victims of crime.

by 16.7 per cent and criminal 
damage was down by 13.8 per 
cent. 

However, drugs offences 
across the county went up by 
11.3 per cent during the five- 
month period. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Martin Jelley paid tribute to 
officers across the county. 

He said: “We have had real 
focus on tackling burglary and 
vehicle crime and I’m pleased 
to see these types of crime 
starting to fall again. 

“Violent crime has contin¬ 
ued to fall, with a 15 per cent 
reduction in violent offences 
as well as an 18.8 per cent fall 
in robbery. 

“Pleasingly, we saw a slight 
fall in sexual offences, but we 
know this type of crime can of¬ 
ten go unreported and would 


encourage victims to feel con¬ 
fident in reporting it, either 
directly to the police or by con¬ 
tacting the county’s sexual as¬ 
sault referral centre, Serenity. 

“Reducing violent crime is 
a major priority in the crime 
and policing plan and we will 
work hard to achieve further 
reductions throughout the 
rest of the year and beyond. 

“Tackling drug-related 
crime is also a priority for 
the Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner and our tactics are 
showing success. 

“Although we’ve seen a rise 
in drugs offences in the first 
part of the year, this is not un¬ 
expected as we have been ac¬ 
tively targeting those involved 
in drugs, whose activities can¬ 
not be allowed to blight our 
communities.”

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‘Heroes and villains’ plan for Gateway 


The heroes and villains of 
Northampton’s history could 
be recognised in plans for a 
Heritage Gateway around the 
town’s new railway station. 

Plans for the £8.5 million, five- 
year project were unveiled in 
June, and will see a park and 
heritage trail created next to 
the station. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council is tendering for 
professional advice on the 
project. 

And the authority has 
unveiled a list of key themes 
which could feature, including 
the story of Northampton 
Castle; the Barons’ Wars and 
the Civil War; the Victorians 
and the development of the 
town and station, and an 
opportunity to explore ‘heroes 
and villains’ in Northampton’s 
history. 

The site could also 
feature stories of people 
associated with the castle 
and with Northampton, 
including King John, Thomas 
Becket, De Montfort, 
Cromwell, Charles II and 
Henry III. 

As part of the plan to create 


a park, a disused office block 
opposite St Peter’s Church 
could be demolished. 

Marie Dickie, chairman of 
the Friends of Northampton 
Castle (FONC), said: “It is 
as much about reminding 
people about the events 
and the people, as it is about 
recreating what the castle 
looked like. 

“It will be the first part 
of Northampton that many 
visitors to the town will see, 
and it would be a shame if 
all they saw were simply the 
modern buildings. 

“They may think we are 
a sub-Milton Keynes town, 
which we are not. 

“We want something 
to show them there was 
something really important 
and exciting here. 

“We are really excited 
about the way the project is 
moving forward.”
